oners which ^iicgfsted the recommen- 
dation, and the cost is an item s;> 
small that it should not deter the 
board from acting at once

If one recovers from the 


immediate effects within a week one is 
as healthy as ever. While the poison of 
the cobra often kills within an hour, 
there have been cases where the 
"strike'' of a rattlesnake and a bu«h- 
master have caused death within ten 
minutes. Xatumlists accept, however, 
that the king eobra, owing to its great 
size and the consequent quantity and 
quality of noiivm emitted, Is the most 
dangerous of all the snakes. — Mc- 
Clure's.
